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Obama proposes $4 trillion 
in deficit cuts 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama un¬ 
veiled a $4 trillion deficit re¬ 
duction drive yesterday and 
savaged Republican plans that 
he said would reward the rich 
and fracture America's social 
compact. 

Obama laid out his vision 
in a speech at George Wash¬ 
ington University, aiming to 
prepare the ground for short¬ 
term budget fights and define 
his stand on an issue crucial to 
the US economy and his 2012 
reelection chances. 

He proposed cutting spend¬ 
ing with a "scalpel and not a 
machete" on health care costs, 
the military and some bedrock 
social programs, and decried 
the vision of budget-cutting 
Republicans as "deeply pes¬ 
simistic." 

In addition to cuts in dis¬ 
cretionary spending, Obama 
would finance his deficit drive 
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with tax increases for affluent 
Americans. But he warned he 
would not allow investments 
in education, broadband and 
clean energy to be starved. 

"The debate about budgets 
and deficits is about more than 
just numbers on a page, more 
than just cutting and spend¬ 
ing," Obama said. 

"It's about the kind of fu¬ 
ture we want, it's about the 
kind of country we believe in." 

Obama unveiled a plan to 
achieve $4 trillion in deficit re¬ 
duction over 12 years or less, 
saying he was borrowing rec¬ 
ommendations from a biparti¬ 
san fiscal commission which 
reported last year. 

Officials said the approach 
would shave deficits as a share 
of the US economy to 2.5 per¬ 
cent of GDP in 2015 and put 
them on a path to reach close 
to 2.0 percent by the end of 
this decade. 

Currently, the US budget 


deficit is forecast to reach $1.6 
trillion this year and cumula¬ 
tive public debt stands at 
$14.27 trillion. 

He also proposed a "debt fail¬ 
safe" to trigger spending reduc¬ 
tions if the ratio of debt to GDP 
is not stabilized by the end of the 
decade and said deficit trimming 
should be phased in over time to 
protect the recovery. 

The president said every 
sector of government spending 
should be "on the table," giv¬ 
ing notice that social programs 
cherished by Democrats would 
not be immune and proposed a 
fundamental strategic review 
to mine for waste in military 
spending. 

Portraying himself as a 
voice of reason and a concilia¬ 
tor amid Washington's fevered 
political debate, Obama called 
on Democrats and Republicans 
to come together to secure a 
prosperous future for their 
country. 


Final Haiti vote results 
delayed by two days 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - Haitian authorities 
have delayed until Monday 
definitive election results ex¬ 
pected to confirm Michel 
Martelly's landslide presiden¬ 
tial win, a government source 
and a UN official told AFP. 

A government source 
close to the matter said, with¬ 
out expanding, that the con¬ 
ditions had not been fulfilled 
to present the results on Sat¬ 
urday as scheduled. The new 
president is due to take office 
May 14. 

"April 18 has been chosen 
as the date to publish final re¬ 
sults for the presidential and 
legislative elections," a senior 
United Nations official told 
AFP on condition of 
anonymity.

Air France crash: Tail 
section found on 
Atlantic seabed

The tail section of an Air 
France plane which crashed 
over the Atlantic in 2009 has 
been found on the ocean 
floor, relatives of those killed 
have said. 

Investigators had told 
them the section was "rela¬ 
tively intact", they added. 

The discovery has raised 
hopes that the "black boxes", 
which were located at the rear 


of the jet, may be recovered. 

The voice and data 
recorders could yield crucial 
clues about the cause of the 
crash that killed 228 people 
on the flight from Rio de 
Janeiro to Paris. 

There has been specula¬ 
tion that malfunctioning 
speed sensors were to blame, 
but officials say other factors 
must also have contributed.

president. 

A statement on the public 
prosecutor's Facebook page 
said chief prosecutor Abdel 
Maguid Mahmud authorised 
the detention for 15 days "as 
part of an inquiry into the use 
of force against protesters 
during the unrest in January 
and February."

Cocaine lab found in Honduras signals 
big shift in drug business

SAN PEDRO SULA, Hon¬ 
duras — Counter-narcotics 
agents in Honduras discovered 
a major cocaine-processing 
complex last month tucked in 
mountainous triple-canopy 
jungle near the border with 
Guatemala, a worrisome sign 
that Colombian drug lords are 
shifting their operations to the 
weaker countries of Central 
America. 

The jungle complex was the 
first large drug-processing lab¬ 
oratory found north of South 


Libyan rebels are receiving re¬ 
ports that female snipers from 
Colombia have joined other 
mercenaries fighting to keep 
dictator Moammar Gadhafi in 
power. 

No Colombians have been 
captured or killed, but rebels 
this week said they have re¬ 
ceived accounts of their deadly 
marksmanship from pro-Gad- 
hafi prisoners and from eye¬ 
witnesses in the besieged city 
Misurata, the largest city in 
western Libya still under par¬ 
tial rebel control. 

Rebel sources said the 
Colombians are part of a wider 
force of snipers firing from 
vantage points atop buildings 
in Misurata. 

The account of the female 
warriors from Colombia came 
this week as rebels identified a 


America's Andean region, and 
it signals a major change in the 
cocaine business. Tradition¬ 
ally, the industry has processed 
leaves from coca plant in hid¬ 
den labs in Colombia, then 
shipped the cocaine to North 
America and Europe. 

Now, however, some traf¬ 
fickers are shipping semi-re¬ 
fined coca paste, or cocaine 
base, to Honduras, where it 
goes through the final process¬ 
ing into white powder, police 
officials think.

AU.S. official, meanwhile, 
said he doubts that Col. Gad¬ 
hafi is receiving significant 
foreign help.

He isn’t receiving much 
help - financial, military or 
otherwise - from his neighbors, 
even those deemed his 
friends,” the U.S. official said 
on the condition of anonymity. 

However, two Western offi¬ 
cials who spoke on back¬ 
ground said the mercenaries 
are likely fighting because of 
their own individual reasons 
and not at the behest of another 
country. 


"This is a red flag that Hon¬ 
duras is turning into a process¬ 
ing center," said Honduran 
Security Minister Oscar Al¬ 
varez, who led the raid March 
9 by 200 agents to the hidden 
camp near remote coffee farms 
on Cerro Negro, a hill several 
hours to the west of this indus¬ 
trial city. 

The site sits close to a river 
that flows into the Caribbean 
Sea. Alvarez said he thought 
that the drug group behind the 
laboratory was the Sinaloa 
Cartel, Mexico's most power¬ 
ful trafficking organization, 
which has deep ties in Colom¬ 
bia and a growing presence in 
Central America. 

The seizure stunned 
counter-drug officials from the 
Andes, through Central Amer¬ 
ica and on up to Washington.

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — The Dutch Foreign 
Ministry is advising Dutch 
nationals not to make any un¬ 
necessary trips to Syria. The 
ministry is concerned about 
the continuing unrest in 
towns and cities throughout 
the country and reports of in¬ 
cidents in which people have 
been shot dead. 

The travel advice is the 
second strongest type of 
warning the ministry issues. 

Protesters have been 
demonstrating in Syria since 
15 March. They are demand¬ 
ing the release of thousands 
of political prisoners and an 
end to the endemic corrup¬ 
tion. 

Emergency legislation 
making demonstrations ille¬ 
gal has been in place in Syria 
since 1963.

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IMF: EU banks threaten global financial stability

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Unhealthy European banks 
are the biggest threat to 
global financial stability, and 
they need to find fresh capi¬ 
tal, the International Mone¬ 


tary Fund said yesterday. 

’’Many institutions — par¬ 
ticularly weaker European 
banks — are caught in a mael¬ 
strom of interlinked pressures 
that are intensifying risks for 


the system as a whole,” the 
IMF said in its Global Finan¬ 
cial Stability Report. 

’’Remaining structural 
weaknesses and vulnerabili¬ 
ties in the euro area still pose 
significant downside risks if 
not addressed comprehen¬ 
sively,” it said. 

The 187-nation IMF 
warned of a looming funding 
challenge for both banks and 
countries struggling with so¬ 
vereign debt problems, ’’par¬ 
ticularly in some vulnerable 
euro area countries.” 

As a result of the global 
financial crisis, it said, ’’banks 
have sought to raise both the 
quantity and quality of capi¬ 
tal, but progress has been un¬ 
even, with European banks 
generally lagging US banks.” 

’’These low levels of cap¬ 
ital make some German 
banks, as well as weak Ital¬ 
ian, Portuguese, and Spanish 
savings banks, vulnerable to 
further shocks.” 

Europe will not escape, 
IMF economists said, a re¬ 
structuring of failing banks 
and a recapitalization of vi¬ 
able banks. 

’’But it is likely that some 
of the capital will need to 


come from public sources,” 
they said. 

The Washington-based 
Fund said financial institu¬ 
tions could build capital by 
reducing dividend payout ra¬ 
tios and retaining a greater 
proportion of earnings. 

Another possible measure 
would be a gradual downsiz¬ 
ing of balance sheets to re¬ 
duce capital and funding 
needs. 

Such moves could help 
avert fire sales of assets, 
which would only intensify 
problems in the global finan¬ 


cial system. 

’’Global banks face a wall 
of maturing debt, with $3.6 
trillion due to mature over the 
next two years. Bank debt 
rollover requirements are 
most acute for Irish and Ger¬ 
man banks,” the IMF said. 

’’Heavy debt burdens 
weigh on economic activity 
and threaten financial stabil¬ 
ity by making balance sheets 
more fragile. When debt is at 
high levels, its sustainability 
becomes increasingly sensi¬ 
tive to changes in funding 
costs and rollover rates.”

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IBM driver tool predicts 
traffic jams 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
IBM is testing smartphone 
software designed to predict 
traffic jams and warn mo¬ 
torists before they even take 
to the roads. 

IBM said late Tuesday that 
its employees in the San 
Francisco and Silicon Valley 
areas of Northern California 
have been testing technology 
that "will ultimately help 
drivers around the world” 
avoid fouled traffic. 

Those involved in the pilot 
project agree to have loca¬ 
tion-sensing capabilities in 
their smartphones automati¬ 
cally track where they drive 
and when, according to IBM

The information is fed 
through the Internet to com¬ 
puters that identify patterns 
such as commutes to and 
from work. 

Meanwhile, data collected 
from roadway censors com¬ 
monly used for online traffic 
maps is analyzed to deter¬ 
mine conditions that usually 
lead to trouble. 

For example, congestion 
at a certain off-ramp or 
bridge entrance may consis¬ 
tently lead to traffic backing 
up in another area. 

The smartphone applica¬ 
tion lets people receive cus¬ 
tomized alerts warning of 
probable traffic trouble be¬ 
fore they set out on com¬ 
mutes or other routine drives. 


Tiger Woods pro

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) 
- Electronic Arts this week 
announced that a freshly-re¬ 
leased 'Tiger Woods PGA 
TOUR” videogame teed-off 
with the strongest opening 
sales in the franchise's 14- 
year history. 

The California-based 
videogame maker estimated 
that 225,000 copies of

Japan paves way 
for first child 
organ transplant 

TOKYO (AFP) - Japan this 
week to undertake its first 
organ transplant from the 
body of a child aged under 15, 
made possible by a legal 
amendment aiming to save the 
lives of many children. 

The health ministry said 
that the child, identified only 
as a boy aged between 10 and 
15, was declared brain-dead 
early on Tuesday after suffer¬ 
ing serious head injuries in a 
traffic accident. 

Japan's parliament in mid- 
2009 scrapped a ban on child 
organ donations, which ac¬ 
tivists said had claimed thou¬ 
sands of lives and forced 
many families to send chil¬ 
dren in need of transplants on 
costly overseas trips. 

The new law legalising 
organ donations from under 
15-year-olds with their fam¬ 
ily's consent took effect in 
July last year. 

The Japan Organ Transport 
Network, the country's only 
authorised agent for organ 
transplants, said that the boy's 
relatives had agreed to the use 
of his heart, lungs, liver, kid¬ 
neys, pancreas and small in¬ 
testine for transplants. 

The network said it would 
select recipients from a wait¬ 
ing list of patients.

Genital herpes 'contagious even without symptoms

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Genital herpes can be trans¬ 
mitted even if a person has no 
symptoms, suggesting a high 
risk of transmission from 
people with unrecognized in¬ 
fections of herpes simplex 2, 
researchers said this week. 

The study published in the 
Journal of the American 
Medical Association fol¬ 


lowed about 500 people be¬ 
tween March 1992 and April 
2008. The subjects took daily 
swabs of their genital secre¬ 
tions for 30 to 60 days. 

In the group that reported 
seeing symptoms of genital 
HSV, the virus was detected 
on 20 percent of days, re¬ 
searcher Anna Wald of the 
University of Washington 


told reporters as she pre¬ 
sented the findings. 

Among those who saw no 
physical signs, such as warts, 
sores or lesions, HSV was de¬ 
tected on 10 percent of days. 

"When we think about 
people who have sympto¬ 
matic genital herpes this 
means that the virus is present 
in their genital area on one out 


of five days," Wald said. 

"In people who have HSV 
2 but who don't have a his¬ 
tory of genital herpes, the 
virus is present on the aver¬ 
age of one out of 10 days." 

Herpes simplex virus type 
2 is one of the most common 
sexually transmitted diseases, 
and researchers estimate that 
536 million people are in¬ 
fected worldwide.

EU seals trade deal with Colombia, Peru 

BRUSSELS (AFP) - European Union trade commissioner 
Karel De Gucht initialled yesterday a ’’milestone” package 
opening up trade and investment to and from Colombia and 
Peru. 

The package of measures, estimated by the European 
Commission ”to be worth overall half a billion euros in du¬ 
ties saved alone,” will eliminate tariffs in all industrial and 
fisheries products, the EU executive said. 

It will also ’’increase market access for agricultural prod¬ 
ucts, improve access to public procurement, services and in¬ 
vestment markets, further reduce technical barriers to trade, 
and establish common disciplines including on intellectual 
property rights, transparency and competition.” 


US online ad revenue hits record $26 billion 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
online advertising revenue 
rose 15 percent last year to a 
record $26 billion, the Interac¬ 
tive Advertising Bureau and 
PricewaterhouseCoopers said 
yesterday. 

US online advertising rev¬ 
enue increased 19 percent in 
the fourth quarter from a year 
earlier to $7.45 billion, also a 
record, the IAB and PwC said. 

Search advertising accounted for $12 billion, or 46 percent 
of total online ad revenue last year, while display-related adver¬ 
tising totaled $9.9 billion, or 38 percent of total online ad rev¬ 
enue, they said. 

Display advertising includes rich media, digital video and 
banner ads. 


Europe pushes plans to hike diesel, coal taxation 

BRUSSELS (AFP) - The European Commission pushed contro¬ 
versial plans yesterday for a tax on carbon emissions to promote 
clean energy use by increasing the cost of dirty fuels such as 
coal and diesel. 

The aim is ”to promote energy efficiency and consumption 
of more environmentally-friendly products,” the European 
Union executive said. It would tax carbon dioxide emissions at 
20 euros per ton while also taxing the "actual energy that a prod¬ 
uct generates” — at 9.60 euros per gigajoule for motor fuels and 
0.15 euros per gigajoule for heating fuels. 

The idea is for the 27 EU states ”to redesign their overall tax 
structures in a way that contributes to growth and employment 
by shifting taxation from labour to consumption.”

EU fines washing powder cartel 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
They claim whiter than white 
results but housewives got 
proof of price-fixing yesterday 
as the makers of Ariel and Per- 
sil agreed to pay 315 million 
euros ($456 million) in fines 
for running a washing-powder 
cartel. 

Global giants Procter & 
Gamble and Unilever will pay 
fines of 211.2 million euros 
and 104 million euros respec¬ 
tively after reaching settle¬ 
ments with the European 
Commission which polices 
business abuses across the Eu¬ 
ropean Union's market of half 
a billion consumers. 

Germany's Henkel was also 
listed as a member of the cartel 
that operated for more than 
three years at the start of the 
last decade but it escaped any 
fine, having revealed the sharp 
practices initially in 2008. 

”1 will not name the brands 
but they all feature promi¬ 
nently on the shelves of super¬ 
markets,” EU competition 
commissioner Joaquin Almu- 
nia said. 


"I'm sure you know all the 
brands that were involved.” 

The world's largest con¬ 
sumer products group, Procter 
& Gamble owns brands in¬ 
cluding Bonux and Tide while 
Anglo-Dutch group Unilever 
markets the likes of Surf and 
Omo. 

Unilever is behind Persil in 
Britain and Ireland while 
Henkel controls it in much of 
the rest of Europe. 

"Henkel, Procter & Gam¬ 
ble and Unilever engaged in 
anti-competitive practices ... 
on their own initiative and at 
their own risk ... to protect 
their own market share,” Al- 
munia said. 

He would not put a figure 
on how much the companies 
gained from the secret deal to 
fix prices that arose out of a 
trade association plan to "im¬ 
prove the environmental per¬ 
formance” of detergents. 

But the commissioner said 
he hoped the fine would prove 
"deterrent enough” and warned 
that companies in all business 
sectors "should be under no il¬ 


lusion that the commission will 
pursue its relentless fight 
against cartels, which extract 
higher prices from consumers 
than if companies compete 
fairly.” 

The Spaniard said the car¬ 
tel came about so as "to ensure 
that none of them would use 
(the environmental) initiative 
to gain competitive advantage 
over the others by decreasing 
prices.” 

The companies fixed prices 
in Belgium, France, Germany, 
Greece, Italy, Portugal, Spain 
and the Netherlands. 

P&G and Unilever ob¬ 
tained a 10 percent reduction 
in the fines, based on associ¬ 
ated business turnover, for 
holding their hands up after 
raids by inspectors. 

Unilever said it was now 
training all key European prod¬ 
uct managers to ensure strict 
adherence to EU competition 
rules while Henkel also in¬ 
sisted it had taken measures to 
ensure there would be no re¬ 
peat. 


Gold prices to strike records above $1,600 
this year, says GFMS 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Record-breaking gold will 
likely surge past $1,600 per 
ounce for the first time later 
this year, driven by fears over 
high inflation and low global 
interest rates, consultancy 
GFMS forecast yesterday. 

"We would not be sur¬ 
prised ... to see gold break 
through $1,600 before the end 
of the year,” said GFMS chair¬ 
man Philip Klapwijk in the 
group's latest report. 

The forecast, which was 
unchanged from the previous 
prediction given in January, 
comes after gold hit a record 
$1,478.18 per ounce in Lon¬ 
don on Monday. 

Klapwijk added: "Investors 
continue to be concerned about 


the outlook for inflation, with 
governments in general show¬ 
ing little appetite to tighten 
monetary policy. 

"And, with the spotlight 
also shining on the state of 
government finances, there is 
every reason to believe that in¬ 
vestors will remain focused on 
the gold market. 

"Furthermore, growing 
price acceptance by consumers 
will help lift jewellery demand 
... and provide a firm platform 
for investors to take gold 
higher,” Klapwijk said. 

In recent weeks and 
months, gold has surged 
ahead as investors sought 
safety amid fears over the 
weak dollar, high inflation, 
Middle East unrest and euro-

zone debt. 

The glamorous precious 
metal, whose two main drivers 
are jewellery and investment 
buyers, is widely regarded as a 
safe haven in times of eco¬ 
nomic and political uncer¬ 
tainty, and a good store of 
value amid soaring inflation. 

Klapwijk told reporters 
that in real terms, today's 
prices were still below histori¬ 
cal peaks. Gold trading at $850 
an ounce in 1980 was the 
equivalent of $2,248 in 2010, 
he said.

As the 
fat in these birds is deposited outside the muscles, the fatty parts are easily removed at the time of 
processing itself. 

•The popularity of ostrich meat may also be due to its sweeter and richer taste when compared 
to other types of meat. You can buy it as burgers, sausages, fillets, prime steaks, diced and stir fry. 
This meat can also be used as a replacement for other meats in your favorite recipes. 

•If you want to try out some recipes, the following information may help you. If the cut meat 
is labeled as tender, it should be broiled, grilled or fried and those with medium-tender ratings 
should be poached or braised. For roasting and stir-frying, you can use all cuts. The leg meat of 
ostrich is mostly processed or ground. 

•For cooking, it has to be noted that ostrich meat cooks faster, as it has very low fat content.

Travolta relishes 'untold' 
mob story 



NEW YORK (AFP) - John 
Travolta says his upcoming 
performance as an infamous 
New York mafia boss will 
offer audiences a movie they 
can't refuse. 

The star, set to play late 
Gambino crime family boss 
John Gotti joined director 
Nick Cassavetes and the 
mobster's son John "Junior” 
Gotti to reveal details about 
the film "Gotti: Three Gener¬ 
ations." 

"This is probably the most 
interesting untold story in this 
country. What a character to 
approach!" Travolta told a 
press conference in New 
York, where the film, also 


starring Joe Pesci and possi¬ 
bly Lindsay Lohan, will be 
shot later this year. 

Travolta called Gotti, who 
died in prison in 2002, an old 
school mafioso who lived by 
"a moral code." 

In his long and bloody ca¬ 
reer as head of one of the his¬ 
toric five New York Italian 
mafia families, Gotti won 
public sympathy for his styl¬ 
ish appearance and wit. He 
was known as the "Dapper 
Don" and also the "Teflon 
Don" for his longtime ability 
to beat federal prosecutors in 
court. 

Film reps would not reveal 
who is being cast to play 
Gotti's son. Although not as 
flamboyant as his father, he 
also sports the dapper look 
and turned up to the press 
conference in a grey suit and 
open-necked shirt. 

The film, due for release 
in 2012, will co-star Pesci as 
Gotti's deputy Angelo Rug¬ 
giero, and possibly also 
Lohan, who attended the 
press conference alongside a 
row of bejeweled Gotti fam¬ 
ily members.

Deer stands guard over

BUFFALO, New York - A 
deer has been standing watch 
for several days over a female 
goose nesting in a city ceme¬ 
tery, a scene normally re¬ 
served for a children's movie. 

For at least four days, the 
buck stood guard near the 
nest of a Canada goose as she 
sits on her eggs inside a large 
urn at Forest Lawn cemetery, 
home to the remains of Pres¬ 
ident Millard Fillmore and 
rock icon Rick James. 

"He does appear to be 
guarding the goose, as it 
were," SPCA Wildlife Ad¬ 
ministrator Joel Thomas said. 
"He's within touching dis¬ 
tance of her — there's no 


doubt what's going on." 

The deer, which he said 
looks like a buck that has 
shed its antlers, has not 
strayed from his post. 

Employees at the ceme¬ 
tery were alerted to the situa¬ 
tion after the animal 
positioned itself between the 
bird and an employee of a 
company that traps and relo¬ 
cates geese, which Thomas 
said have become a messy 
problem in large numbers. 

"When he approached the 
bird with a net, the deer puts 
itself between him and the 
bird, and he's repeated that 
behavior for some time," he 
said.

Ronaldo sends Real through to 
Barca date 



LONDON (AFP) - Real 
Madrid secured a Champions 
League semi-final showdown 
with Barcelona as Cristiano 
Ronaldo punished Heurelho 
Gomes's blunder to clinch a 
1-0 win over Tottenham in 
the quarter-final second leg 
on Wednesday. 

Jose Mourinho's side al¬ 
ready had one foot in the last 
four after romping to a 4-0 
victory in the first leg and the 
5-0 aggregate success sets up 
an epic installment of their 'El 
Clasico' feud with bitter ri¬ 
vals Barca. 

Tottenham had two decent 
penalty claims turned down 
at White Hart Lane, but their 
hopes were extinguished 
when Brazilian goalkeeper 
Gomes allowed Ronaldo's 
shot to squirm into the net 
early in the second half. 

Mourinho can now look 
forward to another semi-final 
meeting with Barca, who 
were eliminated by the Por¬ 
tuguese coach when he was 
in charge at Inter Milan last 
season. 

Real and Barca will fight 
for three trophies over the 
next month as they are also 
scrapping for the La Liga title 
and clash in the Spanish Cup 
final. 

Harry Redknapp did a 
good job of making Totten¬ 
ham's mission impossible 
seem slightly less implausi¬ 
ble at his upbeat pre-match 


press conference but, for all 
his faith in a miraculous es¬ 
cape, he knew no team had 
ever come back from four 
goals down in the second leg 
of a Champions League tie. 

Redknapp’s side needed 
an early breakthrough to 
make Madrid nervous. 

Gareth Bale led the way as 
he fired over a shot that Iker 
Casillas could only parry. 
From the rebound Luka Mod- 
ric appeared to be fouled by 
Xabi Alonso, but Spurs' 
penalty appeals were rejected 
by referee Nicola Rizzoli. 

Another incisive burst 
from Bale left two Madrid 
defenders trailing in his wake 
before the Welsh winger was 
finally crowded out. Mour¬ 
inho responded by turning to 
his bench with a look of ad¬ 
miration as much as relief 
etched across his face. 

The Real boss was glued 
to the edge of his technical 
area and he had another scare 
in the 26th minute as Spurs 
created their first clear 
chance. 

Rafael van der Vaart's turn 
and quick pass sent Aaron 
Lennon away down the right 
and his cross looked perfect 
for Roman Pavlyuchenko, 
only for the Russian to shoot 
wildly over the bar. 

Despite having five stars one 
booking away from a European 
suspension, Mourinho had sent 
out a full-strength team. 


He knows how desper¬ 
ately Real crave a tenth suc¬ 
cess in the Champions 
League and was determined 
to make sure there was no 
shock collapse. 

The move slightly back¬ 
fired when Ricardo Carvalho 
was booked for a foul on Tom 
Huddlestone, ruling the de¬ 
fender out of the semi-final 
first leg. But Mourinho's men 
remained firmly in control of 
their main aim of reaching 
the last four. 

Rizzoli turned down an¬ 
other penalty claim for Raul 
Albiol's trip on 

Pavlyuchenko, while Bale's 
'goal' was rightly ruled out as 
Luka Modric was standing 
offside when he headed back 
to his team-mate. 

Tottenham's hopes were 
fading by the minute and a 
horrendous mistake by 
Gomes put the tie completely 
beyond their reach five min¬ 
utes into the second half. 

Ronaldo was 25 yards out 
when he let fly and the Portu¬ 
gal forward's effort seemed to 
be heading straight to Gomes, 
only for the keeper to fumble 
the ball out of his grasp and 
into the net. 

Although Pavlyuchenko 
should have equalised from 
Van der Vaart's cross and 
William Gallas hit a post, 
Spurs' memorable European 
campaign was finally at an 
end. 


Uchida makes Champions 
League history for Japan 
as Schalke send Inter 
tumbling

Hamilton 
breaks arm in 
"stupid” move 

DETROIT, Michigan (AFP) 
- The Texas Rangers' Ameri¬ 
can League Most Valuable 
Player Josh Hamilton will 
miss up to eight weeks after 
breaking his arm in a play 
that Hamilton called "stupid”. 

Hamilton broke his 
upper right arm on a head¬ 
first dive into home plate on 
Tuesday night in a 5-4 vic¬ 
tory over the Detroit Tigers. 

He was on third base, 
after a head-first slide on an 
RBI triple in the first inning, 
when Adrian Beltre popped 
a foul ball up toward the 
Tigers' dugout. 

Third baseman Brandon 
Inge and catcher Victor 
Martinez both chased the 
ball, leaving the plate un¬ 
protected, so Hamilton tried 
to get home. 

He was tagged by Mar¬ 
tinez and hurt on the play. 

"It was a stupid play,” 
Hamilton said. "The whole 
time the ball was in the air, 
the coach was yelling, 'Go, 
there's no one at home,' and 
I was thinking, 'I don’t want 
to do this, something is 
going to happen.' 

"But I listened to my 
coach," he said, referring to 
third-base coach Dave An¬ 
derson. "It was way too ag¬ 
gressive. Maybe if they had 
both been closer to me, but 
they had a perfect angle to 
cut me off, and the only way 
to avoid a tag in that situa¬ 
tion is to go head first." 

Rangers general manager 
Jon Daniels defended the 
coach's decision. 

"We play an aggressive 
style of baseball," he said. 
"The chances of getting hurt 
on that play are minimal." 

Hamilton has a non-dis- 
placed fracture of the 
humerus bone just below 
his shoulder. 

The fracture was so 
small that it didn't show on 
an X-ray, but an MRI re¬ 
vealed the injury.

Oilers get 1st pick for second- 
straight year 
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Home run king Bonds guilty of obstruction 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
A jury convicted US home 
run king Barry Bonds of ob¬ 
struction of justice Wednes¬ 
day for giving misleading 
and evading testimony in a 
2003 steroid probe. 

Jurors were deadlocked on 
three additional counts of 
perjury, and US District 
Judge Susan Illston declared 
a mistrial on those. 

Prosecutors did not imme¬ 
diately indicate whether they 
will seek to retry Bonds on 
those counts. 

Bonds is one of the 
biggest names to be caught 
up in the BALCO steroid dis¬ 
tribution scandal. 

The former San Francisco 
Giants Slugger broke Hank 
Aaron’s revered record for 
career home runs with his 
756th homer on August 7, 
2007, going on to take his ca¬ 
reer tally to 762 

He also owns baseball’s 
single-season records for 
home runs with 73 in 2001. 


The jury’s partial verdict 
came after almost four days 
of deliberations, which fol¬ 
lowed three weeks of testi¬ 
mony that occasionally 
became emotional or combat¬ 
ive, as when Bonds’ ex-girl- 
friend testified that he 
became prone to fits of 
steroid-related rage. 

In one of the most dra¬ 
matic courtroom moments, 
Kimberly Bell told jurors that 
Bonds threatened to ’’cut my 
head off and leave me in a 
ditch” and ’’cut out my breast 
implants because he paid for 
them.” 

Ex-New York Yankee 
Randy Velarde matter-of- 
factly told jurors about 
Bonds’ trainer, Greg Ander¬ 
son, injecting him with 
human growth hormone in a 
series of parking lot meetings 
in 2002. 

Marvin Benard, a former 
San Francisco Giants team¬ 
mate of Bonds, explained he 
started getting drugs from 


Anderson after the trainer ad¬ 
vised him against taking vet¬ 
erinary steroids he bought in 
Mexico. 

Prosecutors had hoped ju¬ 
rors would infer that Anderson 
gave Bonds the same drugs 
and find Bonds guilty of lying 
when he denied knowingly 
taking anabolic steroids and 
human growth hormone. 

Bonds was also accused of 
lying when he denied to the 
2003 grand jury that Ander¬ 
son had ever injected him. 

Bonds appeared calm as 
the verdict was read in court. 

His case is the fourth 
BALCO-related perjury case 
to result in a conviction. 
BALCO is the Bay Area Lab¬ 
oratory Co-operative, the 
Northern California steroids 
mill that distributed then-un- 
detectable steroids to elite 
athletes. 

While federal sentencing 
guidelines are 15 to 21 
months, US District Judge 
Susan Illston has been reluc¬ 
tant to impose prison time in 
related cases. 

Olympic cyclist Tammy 
Thomas received house arrest 
after being convicted of lying 
about steroids to a grand jury. 

Athletics coach Trevor 
Graham was also confined to 
his home after he was found 
guilty of misleading investi¬ 
gators. 

Sprint star Marion Jones, 
sentenced by a different fed¬ 
eral judge, is the only athlete 
so far to receive prison time 
for lying during the probe. 

Although it’s unlikely 
Bonds will end up behind 


bars, the felony conviction 
could damage his chances at 
the Baseball Hall of Fame. 

His links to Balco have 
long made Bonds a divisive 
figure among baseball fans. 

Even as crowds cheered
